VERMONT is the first state to require food makers to label foods made with Genetically Modified

The VERMONT legislgture passed the state labeling bill by a landslide for Governor Shumlin to sign as 
common-sense. Consumer transparency rights scored. This is a historic win for U.S. citizens' right to 
know what they are being fed. The legislation generously allows for two years adjustment time 
before mandatory compliance. Enactment will take effect in July 201 6. 

Big Money lobbied aggressively to block labeling in CALIFORNIA and WASHINGTON but couldn't buy 
VERMONT'S legislators. DuPont Company, Monsanto Company, and the SWISS firm called Syngenta 
Ag spend monstrously to control voter's minds. They could not change people's minds in VERMONT.

Shareholders paying for MONSANTO earnings today could get a bitter taste later on, since their 
Agricultural Productivity segment is SEPARATE from the seeds business whose unsubstantiated claim 
of boosting crop yields is counter balanced by microeconomic risk, meaning risk is loss of patent 
protections. Roundup Ready lost its patent protection several years ago, and next year 
MONSANTO's U.S. patent for Roundup-resistant soybeans expires. 

When patents expire it means seed traits can legally be reused without paying MONSANTO. That 
explains the shift to varieties with extended patents.
